One correspondent 
reports that these operations began 
with an offensive movement on the 
part of the Austrians, designated to 
straighten their line, and that after 
repulsing this attack, the Russians 
assumed the initiative. It is evident 
the Russian advance nas now ex- 
tended a considerable distance be- 
yond the Stripa river.

LITTLE DOUBT CONSUL McNEELY WAS LOST. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEORAMl 


London, Jan. 3.—The loss of life in connection with the sinking of 


the British steamship Persia, torpedoed in the eastern Mediterranean on 
Thursday afternoon, is still a matter of doubt. 
Latest advices 
from 


Cairo, and Alexandria, indicate that 158 survivors have been landed, of 
whom 59 were passengers. Hope that others have been saved is dimin- 
ishing, as fonr days have now elapsed since the vessel was destroyed. 


No further word has been received concerning Robert N. McNeely, Am- 


erican consul at Aden, Arabia, and there seems to be littte doubt that 
he was drowned. The safety of Charles Grant of Boston, having been 
established, it is thought Mr. McNeely was the only American who oer- 
ished.

It is still impossible to give even with approximate accuracy the loss 


of life, as the number of persons on board has not been reported. The 
passengers numbered something more than 20O, and there were between 
2OO and 3OO members of the crew, so that apparently the death list 
will run largely in excess of 20O. 


Such fragmentary accounts of the disaster as have been obtained 


from survivors furnish little new information concerning the circum- 
stances of the sinking. 
All agree, however, that the Persia sank with 


extraordinary rapidity, within about five minutes of the time she 


—struck, affording small opportunity for rescue work. 
None of the 


vivors who have thus far reported their experiences saw any sten" of » 
submarine. The extent to which popular feeling has been arouMd«bi the 
allied nations by the sinking of the Persia is indicated by the unre- 
strained tone of press comment. There is much speculation as to the pos- 
sible influence of this event on the negotiations which are in progress be- 
tween the United States and Austria.

Justice Lamar was born in Ruck- 


ersville. Elbert county, Ga., October 
14, 1857. 
He attended the Univer- 


sity of Georgia and later 
Bethany 


College, where he was graduated in 
1877. 
He attended the law school 


at Washington and Lee University. 
and was admitted 
to 
the bar at 


Augusta, Ga., in 1878. He lived at 
Augusta until appointed to the Su- 
preme bench. 


Coming from distinguished South- 


ern stock, he was one of the few men 
whose family had previously had a 
representative on the bench. 
The 


justice was a cousin to 
Associate 


Justice L. Q. C. Lamar, of Missis- 
sippi, who served on the bench from 
1888 to 1893. 


He was honored by his state by 


many positions for which his learn- 
ing and ability as a lawyer 
fitted 


him. First he was a member of the 
Georgia House of 
Representative's, 


and in 1892 was" appointed by the 
Supreme court of Georgia as one of 
the commissioners to prepare a code 
of laws for the state, 
which 
code 


was adopted by the general assem- 
bly in 1895. He was again honored 
on January 1, 1901. by appointment 
to fill an unexpired term as associate 
justice 
of 
the 
Georgia Supreme 


court, and was elected to the same 
position at the ensuing election. In 
1905, he resigned to 
resume 
the 


practice of the law. 


In the practice of 
the 
law. he 


largely 
represented 
railroads and 


other big corporations, and yet, in 
the day of antipathy to corporation 
lawyers, his integrity was so hiehly 
regarded that the Senate wlthoin. de- 
lay confirmed his nomination. 


Early in his service 
on the 
Su- 


preme court bench, lie became rec- 
ognized as one of the most powerful 
members. His opinions were finished 


only 478, when the young Van Horn 
went there and bought the Weekly 
Knterprise for $500 lit 1855,

nourishing daily newspapers of the 
vest. 
When Colonel Van Horn re- 


tired from control of the paper in 
lSy<>, he was se\enty-two years old, 
and at his death he was 91, having 
been born May IV, 18i'4. 


Colonel Van. Horn was the son of 


a Pennsylvania tanner of Dutch aud 
Scotch-Irish ancestry. 
His 
educa- 


tion was largely of his own endeav- 
or, with occasional terms at a sub- 
scription school. 
At 15 he became 


apprenticed iu the 
printing 
trade 


and worked at it for ten 
years in 


Pennsylvania, 
Indiana, 
Ohio 
and 


New York, finally drifting to Kansas 
City, to invest what little he had in 
the newspaper business for himself. 
As an editor he made himself known 
as a fighter for the progress of Kan- 
sas City aud Missouri and his whole 
career was interwoven with the his- 
tory of that remarkable progress. 


Col. 
Van Horn served the public 


not only as an editor, but as a sol- 
dier, as mayor of Kansas City many 
years ago, a member of the State 
Legislature and for four terms as 
the representathe of his people 'n 
congress. 


His military service was with the 


Union Army, although in the politi- 
cal prologue to the Cival War he had 
been a pro-slaver> Democrat. Seces- 
sion made a Union man and a Re- 
publican of him. He headed a Mis- 
souri regiment which served 
with 


distinction, participating'in the bat- 
ties of Shiloh. Corinth 
and 
West- 


port. 
While in the field with his 


regiment he was called to take a seat 
in the Missouri Senate, and shortly 
after the war he was 
sent to con- 


gress.. He introduced there a bill fo.' 
the organization of Oklahoma terri- 
tory in IStiS. and although the ter- 
ritory was not established until -3 
years later, it was Colonel Van Horn 
who for the first time had introducer 
congress to the now familiar name 
of Oklahoma. 
He~ disavowed cred'~ 


for having coined the name but s.iid 
that E. C. Boudiuot, a Cherokee In- 
dian had told him it was the Cree'i 
word meaning Red Man's Laud.

She was last reported at Singapore 
on December 6. 
Her route would 


take her through the Suez 
Canal 


and the Mediterranean, and it may 
be assumed she was sunk In the Med- 
iterranean, as were the Persia, Ville 
de La Ciotat, Yasaka Maru, and sev- 
eral other steamships. 


The Glengyle was one of the larg- 


est steamships which has been sunk 
since the activity of submarines in 
the 
Mediterranean 
became pro- 


nounced. 
Her gross tonnage was 


9395. She was owned by the Glen- 
line of Glasgow, and was the largest 
steamship in that line. 


The Glengyle has been in service

$910—is the deadliness of the auto- 
jhobile increasing or decreasing? 


This question seems to be answer- 


ed in a very conclusive manner by 
the Bureau of the Cenusu, in making 
public some 
preliminary 
mortality 


statistics for the year 1914, which 
Indicate that during the five years 
from 1909 to 1914 the number of 
automobiles in use in the United 
States increased more than twice as 
rapidly as the number of fatalities 
caused by them. 


At the close of 1909, according to 


figures compiled by 
Automobile Chamber 
the 
National 


of Commerce, 


v 


of New York City, from state regis- 
tration reports, due allowance being 
made for duplicate registrations, the 
number of automobiles in use in the 
United States 
was approximately 


$00,000; by the close of 1913 it had 
risen to 1,270,000; and a year later, 
at the end of 1914, it was 1,700- 
.000. 


In the meantime tire number of 


deaths due to automobile accidents 
and injuries increased trom £32 in 
"the death-registration area in 1909, 
containing 56 per cent of the popu- 
lation of the United States, to 2,623 
in the same area in 1914; and the 
increase from 1913 to 1914, for the 
registration area as constituted in 
1913, then containing C5 per cent of 
the population of the country, was 
from 2,488 to 2,795. 


Thus a five-year increase of 775 


per cent—accepting as reliable the 
figures compiled by 
the National 


Automobile Chamber of Commerce- - 
in number of machines has been ac- 
companied by an increase of 315 per 
cent in automobile fatalities; and a 
one-year increase of 38 per cent in 
number machines has been accom- 
panied by an increase of 12 per cent 
in fatalities. 


Perhaps a more reliable compar- 


ison, from the statistician's point of 
view, can be made between the in- 
crease in number of automobiles in 


" use and the increabe m the rate per 


100,000 population tor deaths caused 
by them. 
This is because, with a 


given number of machines in use in 
ja given area, the fatalities due to 
| them will tend to be proportional 
1 to the population of that area. When 
the comparison is made on this basis, 
it appears that a five-year increa&e 
of 775 per cent in number of ma- 
chines has been accompanied by an 
increase of 258 per cent—from 1.2 
to 4.3 per 100,000 population—in 
the death rate resulting from auto- 
mobile fatalities. 
Similarly, a one- 


year increase of only 10 per cent— 


I from 3.9 to 4.3 pere 100,000—in the 
death rate charged to them. 


One cause of this proportional de- 


crease in the dcstructiveness of the 


i automobile machine; but, after due 
weight is given this factor, and a 
suitable margin is allowed for pos- 
sible error resulting from inaccuracy 
in the estimated portion of the auto- 
mobile statistics, the figures still ap- 
pear to furnish ample justification 
for the conclusion that the automo- 
bile today is being driven with moro 
care and more regard 
for public 


safety than it was a few years ago.

Demand for the 
acid 
is so 


heavy that abandoned 
plants 
are 


being refited 
for 
its 
manufacure. 


The Bureau of Soils meanwhile is ex- 
perimenting with the manufacture of 
phosphoric acid as a substitute for 
sulphuric. 


Nitrate prices have advanced since 


the war began, but 
there 
is 
an 


abundant 
supply 
of 
nitrogenous 


fertilizing material, and the Depart- 
ment is endeavoring to find methods 
to cheapen the cost of manufacture. 
The secretary concludes with a warn- 
ing to farmers to conserve all fertil- 
izing materials 
on the 
farm. He 


urges crop rotation, proper use of 
fertilizers and also use of lime to 
increase productivity of the soil.

"They plant 25 or 30 acres 


of corn, plow it once and expect to 
get profitable yields. 
They should 


either care for their 30 acres right 
or raise only 15 acres and 
do it 
properly." 


This year Hanes grew 153.2 bush- 


els of corn and 55 2-3 bushels of 
wheat to the acre. 
The 
average 


yield of corn in this state 
is less 


than 14 1-2 bushel" per acre. Hanes 
explained how he made his record: 


"I simply planted good seed in a 


seed bed that was well prepared, fed 
my plants with manure and fertiliz- 
ers'generously, and took care of the 
cultivation." 


He added: "I am going back to 


the farm when I get through college 
fcr I believe farming is the best of 
all professions." 


Hanes is said to be the youngest 


speaker on the program for

ers' week at the University, begin- 
ning February 2.
